McGovern  Makes  Charge 


Laird  Denies  Secret  Laos  Buildup 


WASHINGTON  (AP)— Secretary 
of  Defense  Melvin  R.  Laird 
categorically  denied  today  there 
has  been  a U.S.  buildup  in  Laos  in 
either  civilian  or  military  men. 

At  the  same  time,  Laird  said  the 
U.S.  policy  toward  military 
support  of  the  Laotian 
government  is  under  continuing 
review,  but  “whether  there  will  be 
a change  of  policy,  I would  not 
make  any  prediction.” 

Sen.  George  S.  McGovern, 
(D-S.D.)  charged  in  a Senate 
speech  today  that  the  United 
States  is  secretly  building  up  its 
forces  in  Laos,  but  Laird  said  he 
did  not  know  where  McGovern  is 
getting  his  information. 

“Same  Road  in  Laos” 

Calling  for  a special  closed 
session  of  the  Senate  to  consider 
the  full  implications  of  U.S. 
military  operations  in  Laos, 
McGovern  said,  “In  spite  of  the 
painful  lessons  of  Vietnam,  we  are 
going  down  the  same  road  in 
Laos,  and  we  are  doing  it  in 
secret.” 

“I  can  categorically  state  there 
has  been  no  buildup  of  individuals 
whether  civilians  or  military  on 


the  ground  in  Laos  or  within  the 
country,”  Laird  told  reporters  at 
the  Capitol  after  testifying  before 
the  House  Armed  Services 
Committee. 

Laird  reassured  Congress  last 
week  that  the  administration  will 
not  commit  this  country  to  a 
Vietnam-like  involvement  in  Laos 


without  approval  from  Congress 
and  said  the  administration  does 
not  now  plan  to  seek  such  a 
commitment. 

The  ranking  Republican  on  the 
Senate  Foreign  Relations 
Committee,  Sen.  George  D.  Aiken 
of  Vermont,  told  newsmen  Laos 
“can’t  turn  into  another  Vietnam.

Nixon  Develops  New  Education  Aid  Plan 


WASHINGTON  (AP)-President 
Nixon  charted  a course  of  reform 
rather  than  expansion  of  federal 
education  aid  Tuesday  and 
stepped  tentatively  toward 
possible  government  assistance  to 
financially  strapped  parochial 
schools. 

The  President’s  message  to 
Congress  on  education,  as 
expected,  called  for:  a new 
research-oriented  National 
Institute  of  Education;  a 
presidential  commission  on  the 
financial  burdens  of  elementary 
and  secondary  schools,  public  and 
private;  a $200-million 
right-to-read  program;  a three-year 
extension  of  the  federally 
chartered  Corporation  for  Public 
Broadcasting;  and  new  attention 
to  pre-school  learning 
experiments. 

Nixon  placed  heavy  and 
repeated  emphasis  on  what  he 


described  as  the  failure  of  current 
federal  aid  programs  to  improve 
the  academic  performance  of  poor 
children.

most  of  them  are  not  yet 
measurably  improving  the  success 
of  poor  children  in  school,”  he 
said.  “We  must  recognize  that  our 
present  knowledge  about  how  to 
overcome  poor  backgrounds  is  so 
limited  that  major  expansion  of 
such  programs  could  not  be 
confidently  based  on  their 
results.” 

The  President  singled  out  the 
problems  of  parochial  schools 
saying;  “This  government  cannot 
be  indifferent  to  the  potential 
collapse  of  such  schools.” 

“Our  purpose  here  is  not  to  aid 
religion  in  particular,  but  to 
promote  diversity  in  education,” 
he  added.  “Nonpublic  schools  in 
America  are  closing  at  the  rate  of 
one  a day.” 

Nixon  said  the  closing  of  all 
parochial  schools  would  mean  a 
minimum  of  $4  billion  a year  in 
added  costs  of  public  education. 


Home  Game  At  8 Tonight 
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Support  Your  Cougurs 
After  A Long  Seuson 

Tonight  is  the  final  game  of  the  season  for  the  BYU  basketball  team. 
Perhaps  only  the  players  themselves  will  ever  fully  understand  what  it 
has  been  like  to  play  under  the  hostile  conditions  that  they  have  had  to 
face  almost  every  time  they  have  left  home  this  season.  Instead  of  the 
firehouse  basketball  we  have  come  to  expect  under  Stan  Watts  these 
last  21  years,  firebombs  and  riots  have  been  the  hallmark  of  this  season. 

And  it  certainly  has  taken  its  toll.  From  league  champions  last  year, 
the  Cougars  have  fallen  just  short  of  the  cellar  and  the  outcome  of 
tonight’s  game  will  determine  if  this  is  to  be  Coach  Watts’  poorest 
season. 

Everyone  in  the  world,  or  so  it  must  have  seemed  on  occasion  to  the 
basketball  players,  was  out  to  get  them.  Each  opposing  player  seemed 
to  have  a personal  grudge  against  what  they  claimed  was  the  bigotry  of 
Mormonism,  and  seemed  bent  on  taking  it  out  on  the  basketball  team. 

To  add  fuel  to  the  already  roaring  bonfire,  a completely  misleading 
story  came  out  midway  through  the  season  in  one  of  the  national  sports 
magazines  which  made  it  seem  that  dissention  racked  the  team  itself.  It 
was  merely  another  example  of  “subjective”  reporting,  however,  and 
the  team  quickly  proved  that  they  were  one  solid  unit. 

In  spite  of  these  obstacles,  the  BYU  community  was  treated  to  fine 
basketball  during  the  year.  At  times  it  was  superlative.  Take,  for 
example,  the  game  against  New  Mexico  State.  Ranked  among  the  top 
five  in  the  nation  all  season,  the  Aggies  were  forced  into  overtime  by 
the  hustling  Cats  before  they  rallied  to  hand  the  Cougars  another 
setback.  Another  prime  example  was  the  game  in  Logan  against,  our 
opponents  tonight,  Utah  State.  Only  a great  comeback  by  the  talented 
(and  NCAA  bound)  Ag’s  snatched  victory  from  the  hungry  Cougars. 

But  more  importantly  the  accomplishments  of  the  basketballers  was 
by  no  means  limited  to  the  hardwoods.  They  displayed  dignity  and 
charity  everywhere  they  played,  and  the  result  was  often  thundering 
applause  of  formally  hostile  crowds  whose  respect  and  admiration  they 
had  won.  During  tWs  year  they  have  made  a name  for  BYU  that  could 
be  made  in  no  other  way.  It  seems  obvious  that  this  is  far  more 
important  than  their  poor  won-loss  record  on  the  basketball  floor. 

For  the  courage  and  moral  strength  they  have  shown  this  year  they 
should  be  given  our  highest  respect  and  thanks.

Wilson  Exhibit 
Opens  Today; 
Art  Displayed 

A retrospective  exhibit  of 
selected  art  works  completed  by 
Warren  B.  Wilson  over  the  past  20 
years  opens  today  in  the  Gallery 
Annex  of  the  Harris  Fine  Arts 
Center.  It  will  remain  on  display 
during  the  month  of  March. 

Mr.  Wilson  is  an  associate 
professor  in  the  BYU  Art  Dept, 
and  conducts  extension  classes  in 
pottery  and  sculpture  at  the  Salt 
Lake  Pioneer  Crahhouse. 

Included  in  the  show  will  be 
painting,  pottery,  prints,  sculptre 
and  mosaics. 

Mr.  Wilson  received  the  B.S. 
degree  in  absentia  from  Utah 
State  University  while  serving  as  a 
pilot  in  the  U.S.  Air  Force.  After 
World  War  II  he  earned  the  MFA 
in  sculpture  at  the  State 
University  of  Iowa,  where  he 
served  as  a graduate  teaching 
assistant  to  Humbert  Albrigio  and 
also  took  extensive  training  under 
Mauricio  Lozansky,  the 
well-known  printmaker. 

Mr.  Wilson  also  has  held 
teaching  positions  at  USU,  the 
Salt  Lake  Art  Center  and 
University  of  California  at  Davis. 

In  his  21  years  of  teaching  he 
has  received  29  prizes  in  Utah 
State  Fair  competition  and  the 
exhibit  purchase  prize  from  the 
Utah  State  Institute  of  Fine  Arts 
for  a painting  which  hangs  in  the 
State  Capitol. 

He  has  held  14  one-man  shows 
in  Utah,  Nevada,  Washington, 
California  and  Montana,  and  his 
work  has  been  shown  in  regional 
and  national  invitational  exhibits 
in  Colorado,  New  Mexico,  New 
York  City  and  Kansas.  His  work  is 
included  in  numerous  university, 
civic  and  private  collections. 

The  Western  Association  of  Art 
Museums  selected  a show  of  21 
pieces  of  his  weed  sculpture  to 
tour  the  western  states 
1962-1964. 

Prof.  Wilson’s  current  major 
project  is  a ceramic  sculpture  of  a 
five-figure  family  group  kneeling. 

It  is  composed  of  82  press  molded 
pieces  of  clay  and  will  stand 
approximately  nine  feet  tall  when 
assembled.

He  makes  a practice 
of  greeting  each  one  he  passes, 
and  on  this  morning,  his  hearty 
“good  morning’’  brought 
reactions  ranging  from  shocked 
dismay  to  a jolly  “hi.” 

He  arrived  at  his  office  about  8 
a.m.  and  then  the  day’s  work 
really  started. 

Whkinson  has  three  secretaries 
and  he  makes  sure  they  all  earn 
their  wages.  During  the  day  this 
reporter  was  with  the  president, 
he  dictated  over  70  letters,  placed 
some  17  long  distance  phone  calls 
and  five  local  calls. 

One  of  the  letters  went  to 
President  Richard  Nixon  urging 
him  to  hold  firm  on  his  Vietnam 
stand  and  not  to  withdraw  troops 
too  rapidly. 

Wilkinson  formed  his  ideas  on 
Vietnam,  in  part,  because  of  a 
recent  trip  to  that  country.

Dr.  Romney  Tours  With  Group; 
Studies  Comparative  Education 


with  Wilkinson,  BYU’s  difficulties 
with  Stanford  were  taking  up  a 
great  deal  of  the  President’s  time. 
Another  large  segment  of  his  day 
was  dedicated  to  the  problems 
resulting  from  racial 
discrimination  charges  leveled 
against  BYU. 

The  President  remarked  that  the 
feelings  of  hurt  and  defensiveness 
which  have  pervaded  the  rest  of 
the  campus  over  the  racial  issue 
are  felt  just  as  strongly  in  his 
office  as  anywhere  else. 

He  also  went  on  to  say  there  is 
absolutely  no  chance  BYU  will  be 
ousted  from  the  Western  Athletic 
Conference.  According  to 
Wilkinson,  no  school  can  be 
removed  from  the  conference  for 
any  reason  except  specific 
infraction  of  WAC  rules,  and 
despite  the  barrage  of  charges  no 
infraction  has  been  proven. 

Wilkinson  had  just  returned 
from  a closed-door  session  of  the 
presidents  of  WAC  schools.  While 
he  was  not  a liberty  to  give 
details,  he  did  report  there  were 
only  two  schools  which  were 
openly  antagonistic  to  BYU  and 
they  could  not  support  their 
charges. 

Later  in  the  morning  the 
President  turned  his  attentions  to 
the  DESERET  NEWS.  Wilkinson 
is  chairman  of  the  editorial 
committee  of  that  paper’s  Board 
of  Directors  and  in  that  capacity 
he  read  and  criticized  39 
editorials. 

President  Wilkinson  is  not  a 
man  prone  to  keeping  his  opinions 
to  himself,  as  he  evidenced  by  his 
reaction  to  one  editorial  about 
which  he  wrote,  “The  editorial  is 
more  irresponsible  than  the 
Senate  of  the  United  States, 
which  cannot  be  justified  since 
the  DESERET  NEWS  is  not 
running  for  election,  whereas 
one-third  of  the  senators  are.” 

The  editorial  concerned  certain 
portions  of  a tax  reform  bill  in  the 
Senate  at  the  time.  Wilkinson  felt 
the  bill  would  stifle  Nixon’s 
efforts  to  curb  inflation. 

The  reading  of  the  editorials 
topped  off  the  President’s 
morning  and  he  adjourned  for 
lunch  and  returned  to  his  office 
about  2 p.m. 

The  afternoon  saw  the  President 
in  a high-level  conference  with 
Lyman  Durfee,  director  of 
financial  services;  Robert  Smith, 
assistant  vice-president  of 
academics;  and  L.  Howard 
Campbell,  director  of  institutional 
research. 

The  four  were  in  the  process  of

Dr.  Antone  K.  Romney, 
distinguished  professor  of 
comparative  and  international 
education,  left  Monday  on  a tour 
around  the  world  with  an 
international  seminar  of  about 
100  selected  educators. 

He  is  the  only  representative 
from  Utah. 

Sponsored  by  the  Comparative 
Education  Association  of  America 
and  Phi  Delta  Kappa,  the 
Comparative  Education  Seminar 
will  contrast  education  in  various 
countries  around  the  world  as  part 
of  the  International  Education 
Year  which  has  been  declared  for 
1970. 

The  group  will  fly  first  to 
Geneva,  Switzerland,  where  they 
will  visit  the  International  Bureau 
of  Education,  Center  for 
Comparative  Education,  the

United  Nations  offices,  and  such 
famous  schools  as  the  Jean 
Jacques  Rousseau  Institute  of

1 tsp.  vanilla 
Vi  cup  nuts 


Cream  shortening  and  sugar  together. 
Add  eggs  and  carrots.  When  well 
mixed,  add  flour,  a small  amount  at  a 
time.  Add  nuts  and  bake  on  a greased 
cookie  sheet  at  400  degrees  for  10 
minutes.

Honored  yesterday  at 
devotional  and  an  afternoon 
luncheon,  Mrs.  Spafford  said  that 
her  being  named  the  outstanding 
woman  had  “special  meaning 
because  it  was  from  the  women  of 
BYU.” 

A woman  of  dedication,  Mrs. 
Spafford  has  served  as  president 
of  the  Relief  Society  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  since  1945.  She 
has  also  acted  as  the  president  of 
the  National  Council  of  Wotnen 
for  almost  two  years. 

In  these  leadership  capacities 
she  has  had  the  opportunity  to 
travel  widely  and  become 
acquainted  with  women  from 
around  the  globe.

“It  is  not  too  early  right  now  to 
learn  homemaking  skills— and  to 
know  what  type  of  husband  you 
want,”  she  offers. 

Her  guidelines  for  young 
women  today  can  be  summed  up 
in  a single  word-preparation. 

“Keep  your  sights  clear-your 
thinking  straight,”  she  counsels. 
“This  comes  with  the  inner 
conviction  that  our  Church  has 
the  revealed  truth.” 

Thus,  BYU’s  Outstanding 
Woman  represents  those  qualities 
so  necessary  in  any  true  belle— and 
she  keeps  that  title  in  her  own 
special  way.
